it  is  proposed  to  include  as  before  particulars  of 
scholarships  open  to  graduates  and  merely  to  specify  the 
proper  source  of  information  regarding  others. 

(d)  The  introductory  matter  which  appears  at  the  head  of 
each  section  is  to  be  expanded  to  the  extent  of  not  more 
than  about  a  dozen  lines,  so  as  to  form  a  brief  historicp.1 
s  uramary . 

(e)  Ira  the  case  of  universities  which  have  adopted  a  system 
of  inclusive  or  compiisition  fees  payable  by  students,  the 
amou  ts  cf  such  fees  are  to  be  specified* 

(f)  Hew  Appendices  will  give  summaries  of  regulations  con¬ 
cerning  training  and  examination  (in  so  far  as  they  are 

of  interest  to  university  men  as  such)  of  the  Law  SocCaty, 
Council  of  Legal  Education,  Royal  Colleges  of  Physio  tans 
and  Surgeons  and  of  Veterinary  Surgeons,  Institutions  of 
Civil,  Ilechanical  and  Electrical  Engineers,  Institute  of 
Chemistry,  Sprveyors^  Institution,  Institute  of  Actuaries, 
Institute  of  Chartered  Accountants,  Auctioneers’  and 
Estate  Agents*  Institute,  Pharmaceutical  Society,  E.nd 
Royal  Institute  of  British  Architects,  and  books  of  t-efci'-' 
ence  wherein  further  information  relating  to  the  several 
vocations  open  to  university  men  will  be  specified^ 
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As  regards  tirie  revision  of  tne  section  relating  to  your  Uxii- 

versity,  i  am  dependent  almost  entirely  on  your  help,  andhaveno 

doubt  j  ou  will  supply  me  wi  ch  wiiateveris  necessary  fir  making  this 

section  sn  slequate  summary  of  information  o  n  all  points  on  which 
members  of  other  universities  and  other  persons  are  liicely  to 

consult  the  Yearbook. 

The  list  of  heaings  which  I  enclose  as  an  ’aide-memoire’  for 
notes  of  events  that  have  taken  place  since  returns  tor  the  first 
edition  were  made  are  much  the  same  as  before,  but  for  the  number  of 
students  of  various  classes  a  separate  form  is  provided.  itis 
thought  tnat  by  showing  separately  tne  number  of  students  pr?)aring 
for  eacn  degree  the  statistics  will  be  made  more  useful  for  com¬ 
parison  with  those  of  other  universities  and  other  years.  Tnis  wilx 
render  it  unnecessary  to  include  stati  sties  of  the  nurauer  of  degrees 
granted.  I  have  added  a  list  of  headings  for  addenda  and  corrigenda 

in  respect  of  the  Genera.l  Information. 

Copies  of  the  pages  of  the  first  edition  relatiig  to  jour 
University  are  enclosed,  together  wituspare  conies  where  necessary, 
in  order  that  corrections  ma,y  oe  made  on  one  side  of  the  paper 
only.  As  regards  tne  list  of  staff,  do  not  trouble  to  make  correc¬ 
tions  due  to  Changes  in  staff.  These  will  be  made  here  on  receipt 
of  complete  information  as  to  what  cnanges  have  occurred. 

As  it  is  proposed  tnat  the  Yearbook  atould  be  published  earlj 
next  year,  it  will  be  convenient  if  all  information  of  this  kind 

couh  be  sent  so  as  to  reach  me  not  later  than  hov. 1.
